For most of us, this is a seamless process: the 

difference between Eastern Time and our local time remains constant year round. However, there 
are exceptions. In those areas that do not observe Daylight Savings Time, the difference increases 
by one hour during the DST period.

The station 
is in the null of local adjacent WTSO 1070 and sometimes I can hear KYW 
through WTSO’s IBOC, factors which gave me at least a sliver of hope that 
I might hear this one. No such luck tonight-- nothing popping through the 
IBOC wall. Judging by the success that Midwest DXers had in hearing this 
one, I cannot help but feel that six months ago before WTSO turned on the 
buzz I would have heard it. (Ed.-WI)
